But 
it is pretty certain that happiness 
comes from within, more than from 
without; that it is:more the creation 
cf the will than the product of cir- 
cumstances. We hold with Saxe,, 
that ‘“‘“Man may be happy if he will.” 
Be cheerful, look on the bright side of 
things, have courage, energy and 
hope; these are good practical direc- 
tions for the happiness-seeker. Peo- 
ple who are trouoled with the “blues” 
would be disposed to say that the 
avoidance of melancholy will of itseli 
produce happiness. Happiness may, 
in one sense, be said to consist in the 
absence of melancholy, as cold jis 
simply the absence of heat. Old 
Burton, who spent a life time in the 
study of melancholy, at the conclu- 
sion of his “Anatomy” sums up the 
result of his observations in these 
words: ‘Be not idle; be not solitary.” 
And, in his “Hyperion,” Longfellow 
gives this beautiful rule of life: “Look 
not back regretfully upon the past; it 
comes not back again. Wisely im- 
prove the present; it is thine. Go 
forth to meet the shadowy future 
without fear, aod with a manly heart.” 

Having thus not only wished them 
a Happy New Year but also put them 
on the track of happiness, the Ga- 
zETTE feels that it has done its whole 
duty by its readers.

SURPRISE VALLEY. 


The Improvements in Cedarville— Cattle 
and Hay--Scariet Fever Epidemic. 


CEDARVILLE, Cal., Dec. 28. 

We have bad an epidemic of scarlet 
fever, which has proven fatal in large 
families of children living in small, 
poorly ventilated houses. The fatal- 
ity has been due to a neglect of prop- 
er sanitary precautions. 

It has now rained and snowed here 
nearly every day for a month, and the 
stages are travelling a new road about 
two feet under the old one. 

Our farmers are feeling the effect 
of not selling their hay, as usual. It 
It is so far to drive fat cattle to the 
railroad that but few cattle are being 
fed. The only bands I know of are 
900 head delonging to Pete French, 
and small bands owned by Hedspeth, 
McClintock and myself—-in all about 
1,400 head in this (Surprise) valley. 

Our little town improves slowly, 
but steadily. This summer we have 
had a fine large Odd Fellows’ hall 
built, and a very neat and tasteful 
little M. E. meeting house. The lat- 
ter cost nearly $4,000, and is out of 
debt, besides having a parsonage with 
suitable out-houses. Wm. L. Cress- 
ler, of the firm of Cressler & Bonner, 
contributed nearly $2,000, and it is to 
his care and diligence, as well as lib- 
erality, that the community owe its 
first church, completed, even to the 
hall, and free from the customary in- 
debtedness. I expect that St. Peter 
will require of Mr. Cressler only 8 
photograph of this church as his pass.
